The First Two Days at Keeneland 
Bring $1,273,400, Average $6,810 


187 Yearlings 


At the end of the first two days of sell- 
ing at the annual Keeneland Summer 
Sales, conducted at the Lexington’ track 
by the Breeders’ Sales Company. 187 year- 
lings had brought $1,273,400. an aver- 
age of $6,810. 

This was $1,427, or 17 per cent below 
the $8,237 average of last vear. 

Attendance was high and there was con- 
siderable interest among buyers, giving 
the impression of a ready market, but 
bidding was slower than usual and the 
sessions were running an hour or so 
longer than in previous years. The over-all 
quality of the offerings was perhaps 
somewhat under the standard of 1951, 
which contributed to the decline in aver- 
age. High price of the first two days was 
$32.000. paid by A. W. Abbott's White 
Oaks Stable for a brother to Blue Man, 
consigned by Allen T. Simmons. Mr. Ab- 
bott is the owner of Blue Man. 

At Monday and Tuesday’s sales a total 
of 109 colts brought $846,000, average 
$7.761: 78 fillies brought $427.000. aver- 
age $5,479. 

Buyers for moderate-priced yearlings 
were finding it easier to get what they 
wanted than in the two previous years. 
It remained to be seen whether compe- 
tition in this bracket would result in in- 
creased prices and a consequently stronger 
market all the way through. 

Because of the slow pace of the sales, 
it was not feasible for THe BLoop-Horse 
to wait for the conclusion of the Wednes- 
day session and publish the results in 
this issue. Summaries of the Wednesday 
and Thursday sessions, and a complete 
recapitulation of the sales. will be pub- 
lished next week. 


Monday, July 28 


At the opening session 94 yearlings sold 
for $594,800, average $6.328. The average 
was $1.361 under that for the first session 
last year, when the opening sale produced 
the lowest average in the four-day series.

position on the part of buyers or sellers 
to compare the market unfavorably with 
that of 1951. 

One of the factors which operated to 
lower the average was a higher than nor- 
mal incidence of fillies. Of the 94 head 
sold, 45 (48 per cent) were fillies; in the 
entire sale of last year only 41.5 per cent 
were females. The 49 colts sold Monday 
brought $372.800. average $7.608; the 45 
fillies, $222.000. average $4,933.

Largest consignments were those of 
Hursiland Farm and Warner L. Jones, 
both with a majority of fillies, and in both 
cases the averages were below those of 
1951. Duval A. Headley, selling in the 
Keeneland Summer Sales for the first time. 
got an average of $4,657 for seven head, 
all fillies. Miss Mildred Woolwine’s aver- 
age for five head was the highest of the 
day. but still below her record of last year; 
the decline, however, was attributable to 
the fact that her *Heliopolis—War Flower 
colt had to be withdrawn because of a tem- 
porary blemish which probably would 
have affected his price. 


Millard Waldheim’s Bwamazon Farm, 
of Winchester, Ky., a new consignor, sold 
five head for an average of $10,180, in- 
cluding a *Blenheim I]—Bell Song colt 
which went to Burton D. Chait for $20,000.

On the second day 93 yearlings were 
sold for $678.600, an average of $7,279. 
As at the first session, Auctioneers Doc 
Bond and George Swinebroad had diffi- 
culty in keeping the bids moving. except 
on a few of the prize offerings. and again 
the selling was not concluded until about 
a quarter of seven. The consensus of most 
observers at the end of the second day 
was that the market had edged downward 
from that of the summer sales in 1951. 

The largest consignment was that of 
the estate of Samuel D. Riddle, which sold 
18 head for an average of $11,072. At 
Saratoga last year the Riddle estate had 
sold 15 head for an average of $12,153.

Feed Supplements and Race Horses 


No Scientific Study Has Been Made of the Nutritional 
Needs of the Thoroughbred. It’s Time to Start One. 


Ask a researcher in animal nutrition 
what he knows about the feed requirements 
of cows, pigs, chickens, or rabbits and he 
can give you a bookfull of answers or he 
can refer you to books full of answers. 

But ask him what he knows about the 
nutrition of race horses and he has no re- 
course but to tell you that he knows little 
or nothing about it, and that nobody else 
knows much about it. The reason he can 
tell you a lot about pigs and very little 
about horses is that hundreds of people 
are working on swine nutrition but prac- 
tically no one is trying to find out about 
the running horse. And until the problem 
ef horse nutrition has been scientifically 
studied, there can be no definite answers 
to some of the questions that arise fre- 
quently in the minds of horsemen. 

In the last few years. people have be- 
come informed that their bodies require 
certain vitamins and minerals and other 
things. In many cases the minimum daily 
requirements of the human body have been 
established for these essentials, and a sub- 
stantial business has been built up by the 
manufacturers of vitamins and other pro- 
ducts who put things up in bottles and 
make it easy for a man to take a pill 
every day and think he is getting all he 
needs of certain elements. 

This has accustomed people to using 
vitamin and mineral supplements in feed- 
ing animals, too, with some success, and 
horsemen now are being offered a wide 
variety of mixtures that are said to make 
fat and sassy winners out of horses which 
ordinarily can’t untrack themselves. But 
there is a difference between the nutri- 
tional requirements of a human or a cow 
and a horse, and the difference isn’t one of 
size alone. Some of the supplemental feed 
manufacturers are basing their formulas on 
horse-sized portions, figuring that if a 150- 
pound man needs so much Vitamin Z, a 
thousand-pound race horse will require 
six times as much. 

This may be sound arithmetic, but it 
doesn’t necessarily lead to sound feeding. 
There may be a difference between the nu- 
tritional requirements for a man and for a 
horse, just as there are differences between 
requirements for horses and cows, goats 
and rabbits, though these animals have in 


common the fact that they are all herbiv- 
orous. 

In a cow, for instance, certain vitamins 
are synthesized in the rumen and thus are 
readily available to the animal. But in the 
horse, the synthesis takes place so far 
down in the digestive tract, the lower gut, 
that it is questionable how much actually 
becomes available to him. Yet some sup- 
plemental horse feeds are being sold that 
contain ingredients that cannot withstand 
the action of acid that is normally present 
in a horse’s stomach, and therefore they 
cannot survive long enough to reach the 
lower gut, where they would be needed 
if those particular things are needed by 
a horse, which isn’t actually known. A 
horseman paying for that kind of a sup- 
plement is buying losing tickets. 

Dr. W. E. Thomas, animal nutritionist at 
the University of Kentucky, admits there 
is a wide gap in our knowledge of horse 
nutrition because few scientific studies 
have been made of it. and these few have 
not been extended or co-ordinated to cover 
the field of racing. In the last year or two 
I have queried several animal nutritionists 
about feeding race horses, and the response 
invariably has been that “it’s easier to tell 
you what we don’t know than what we do 
know.” 

Dr. Thomas was kind enough to set down 
a few things “about what isn’t known about 
horse nutrition.” Here is what he wrote: 
“When compared with other farm live- 
stock, the actual number of horses in the 
United States is quite small. Evidently for 
this reason very little accurately control- 
led research has been conducted in an 
attempt to determine just what the horse 
needs in his ration for optimum perform- 
ance. Another reason for the lack of 
experimental work with horses which is 
often mentioned is that it is too expen- 
sive. Horseflesh is a valuable product, 
but it seems that this fact should justify 
more experimental research rather than ex- 
cuse the lack of it. 

“Every horseman knows that the require- 
ments for the different species of livestock 
for specific nutrients are not the same. 
Nevertheless, many of the recommended 
feeding practices which they follow are 
based upon research with other animals, 


such as cattle. This does not mean that 
the work with other species should not be 
considered when studying the requirements 
for horses. but the horse alone should be 
the animal that tells us through experi- 
mental work what he can synthesize him- 
self and what he needs in his ration. 

“A 1949 publication by the National Re- 
search Council on Recommended Nutrient 
Allowances for Horses makes a statement 
to the effect that their recommendations 
are based on limited data and computa- 
tions and serve better than for any other 
purpose to emphasize the present need for 
careful experimental work on the nutrition 
of horses. This is the latest and best official 
summary on what we know about feeding 
horses. It is further pointed out that very 
little is known concerning the mineral 
and vitamin requirements of horses. Vit- 
amin A is an exception to this lack of 
information, and 5 milligrams per 100 
pounds of body weight per day is adequate. 

“Another point which should be raised 
is that horses perform work, whereas the 
other farm animals are producing meat, 
milk, wool, or eggs. The feed require- 
ments must be different for the horse and 
they also must differ widely for horses 
used for different purposes. Experiments 
at the University of Missouri have shown 
that the horse is capable of using energy 
at 100 times his rate of basal metabolism 
for short periods. This is over ten times 
the energy expended by the same animal 
doing ordinary work. The requirements of 
race horses for the different nutrients under 
the extreme conditions encountered in 
training and racing must be quite differ- 
ent from other animals or other horses. 

“In order to establish requirements for 
any nutrient, the procedure has been fairly 
well defined regardless of which animal 
species is being studied. An adequate in- 
take of all known nutrients must be fed 
with the exception of the one in question. 
The unknown nutrient, whether it be car- 
bohydrate, fat, protein, mineral, or vitamin, 
then should be fed at various levels. These 
levels should range from one that will not 
promote optimum growth or performance 
to the level at which no further beneficial 
effects result. 
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“It seems that in the scientific feeding of 
horses we are currently faced with more 
problems than some of the other livestock 
producers. There are new products on the 
market such as antibiotics, enzymes. hor- 
mones, surfactants, and unknown factors 
which are said to increase growth rate, 
feed efficiency, appetite, and condition. 
These materials are generally fed to an 
animal species upon which hundreds of 
experiments have been made to determine 
their requirements and what their perform- 
ance was without these products. When 
these materials are fed to horses, it is dif- 
ficult to determine if they are beneficial or 
not. because it isn’t known what to expect 
without them.” 

The purpose of this column is to sug- 
gest that a group or groups of horsemen 
underwrite a scientific research program 
to determine what nutritional elements, 
and in what quantities, are needed by 
Thoroughbred horses. The horse is a 
fading minority so far as domestic animals 
are concerned, and it’s no use expecting 
the Federal government or any of the state 
governments to undertake such a program 
on Thoroughbreds. Horsemen would have 
to finance it. 


The problem would have to be consid- 
ered from two angles. One set of experi- 
ments would need to be conducted for 
broodmares, stallions, and young horses 
of pre-racing age. The other experiments 
would be conducted with horses in training 
at the race track. A good many horses 
would be required and the project would 
take time—five or six or seven years—and 
money. but the results would be decidedly 
beneficial to the racing and breeding in- 
dustries. 

I judge from the number of feeding 
supplements on the market. and the prices 
charged for them, that business in that line 
must be all right. It is bad enough if 
some of the supplements are merely not 
helpful, but are harmless. It would be 
disastrous if some of them turned out to 
be damaging to this generation of horses 
and subsequent ones. 

A program of research on feeding would 
not be too expensive to finance, all things 
considered, and it seems about time that 
the vast area of misinformation and lack 
of information should be explored. But 
nobody is going to do this for the horse- 
men. They've got to do it themselves. It 
would not be difficult to get a program 
started—there are plenty of able animal 
nutritionists at our colleges and univer- 
sities—but it would be a good idea to 
tackle it soon. 


Some More of the Same

on the use of antibiotics in the nutrition 
of the horse. I am not against progress in 
nutrition, by any means. but scientific 
progress is based on thorough and sound 
experimentation, not on theory and an- 
alogy. 


Mr. Beaudouin would like to know what 
makes the horse’s gut different from that 
of rats, chickens, turkeys, pigs, etc. In the 
first place. the horse is rather unusual in 
that while he is herbivorous, he is not a 
ruminant. It would appear that the large 
intestine of the horse serves to some extent 
like the rumen of the cow; i. e., fermen- 
tation of grass and hay occurs there. It is 
also known that B vitamins are produced 
in the large intestine of the horse by the 
action of intestinal bacteria. B vitamins 
in the cow are synthesized in the rumen 
by the bacteria contained there, and these 
vitamins are absorbed by the cow. That 
is why one doesn’t get B vitamin deficien- 
cies in cows. It would appear that the horse 
resembles the cow, a ruminant, to a certain 
degree, but to what extent isn’t known. Any 
attempt at a nutritional discussion of the 
horse boils down to the fact that we don’t 
know enough to say definitely. We can 
only speculate and guess. 


I quote from two journals: Nutrition 
Reviews, April, 1952: “More work is need- 
ed before any sound conclusions can be 
drawn concerning the mode of action of 
antibiotics. It is only speculation that an 
antibiotic apparently can conserve a given 
vitamin by suppressing intestinal organ- 
isms that compete with the host for the 
vitamin in the intestinal contents. . . . 
Recent reports indicate that the extensive 


use of antibiotics in human patients may 
lead to vitamin deficiencies.” 

In view of the well known belief that 
if an ounce is good, a pound is 16 times 
better, suppose a horseman decided to feed 
antibiotics on a large scale? 


Journal of Nutrition, October, 1951: 
“In ruminants, evidence is accumulating 
that aureomycin supplements, at low levels, 
cause an increase in the growth rate of 
young calves. In contrast to the preceding 
reports adverse effects of feeding 
antibiotics to ruminants have been claimed 
in two preliminary reports . . . using ma- 
ture steers and growing lambs. The detri-- 
mental effects of antibiotics reported by the- 
above investigators may possibly be ex- 
plained by a species difference, by the 
type of ration fed, by the percentage of 
protein in the ration, and by the high daily 
level of antibiotic fed in the case of the 
steers.” |My italics. ] 

You see all we don’t know? 

My own experience has been that horse- 
men are likely to buy every scientific- 
sounding supplement produced if they 
think or are led to think that it will make 
their horses run faster. If the horse needs 
the supplement, okay. but do we know 
whether he needs it? These supplements 
can get to be expensive, too. 


I was especially interested in Dr. W. H. 
Dunn’s article on practical horse feeding. 
Td wager that a great many horses would 
benefit if their trainers would study indi- 
vidual dietary habits and apparent prefer- 
ences. Here’s a vote for an increased knowl- 
edge of the nutritional needs of the horse. 
Personally, I’m tired of speculating.

The Heavy List of Casualties; 
Film Patrol, Chicago Version 


New York 

With the news from Chicago last Satur- 
day that Blue Man had suffered a “swollen 
tendon.” such selection of the 3-year-olds 
as the first seven months of the year have 
affected became of virtually no value. 
Charlie McAdam and Master Fiddle, which 
were so good in Florida and in the early 
New York season, are out of racing trim. 
So is Hill Gail. which went from the Santa 
Anita to the Kentucky Derby so well. 
So is the Belmont winner. One Count, and 
so now is Blue Man. We have on hand 
one new development in Mark-Ye-Well. 
and a rather persistent old one in Arm- 
ageddon. Possibly to this should be added 
Sub Fleet. which might have been the best 
horse in the Classic. He ran a nice race 
in the Derby. and had a sinking spell 
afterward. “I shouldn’t have run him in 
the Preakness and the Belmont.” Jack 
Hodgins said at Chicago. “The Derby had 
taken too much out of him.” 

He got a little rest and came back 
quickly. but his poor start in the Classic— 
and it was really almost a hopeless one— 
obscured his present form. Since Sub Fleet 
and Mark-Ye-Well will presumably remain 
in Chicago. the 3-year-old racing at Sara- 
toga seems likely to be something less 
than spectacular. There may be some com- 
petent 3-year-olds in California, but so far 
no system of refrigeration has been de- 
veloped to keep these from spoiling on 
the way East. 

You may gather from this that this de- 
partment was not much impressed with the 
Saranac Handicap at Jamaica last Satur- 
day. It proved that Golden Gloves, in re- 
ceipt of four pounds, could beat Hitex at 
a mile and a sixteenth, but if it proved 
anything else it escaped me in the con- 
fusion. There was some confusion, too, for 
Ray York. on Hitex. claimed foul against 
the winner. No one I could find had seen 
any interference. and the cameras couldn't 
detect any, either. 


PENALTY. This foul claim, and another 
in the first race, remind me that the fine 
for a frivolous claim of foul has joined 
the passenger pigeon in extinction. This 
is not to say that York was at fault in 
the Saranac: maybe he was quite sincere. 
But with riding in New York—which is 
virtually all I see—cleaner than it has 
ever been, there seem an increasing num- 
ber of foul claims. These are not good, on 
several counts, including the cardiac 


condition of the customers involved, and 
the fact that they delay the proceedings 
by eight or ten minutes. 


Obviously. if a boy gets shut off or 
bumped, or otherwise bothered in a race. 
he ought to yell murder. But a rather 
slight experience with horses convinced me 
that I could always tell if the horse I was 
riding had hit something. or if something 
hed hit the horse. And if a jockey claims 
he was bumped. and the cameras show 
cleer daylight between his mount and the 
one he said bumped him, he has spoken 
what is not. and he ought to be cured 
of it. If he meets some interference, and 
the stewards decide it was not enough to 
justify a disqualification. that’s one thing; 
it’s a matter of judgment. But if the evi- 
dence shows no_ interference. 
entirely different thing. 


that’s an 


EXPERIMENT. In this connection. Ar- 
lington Park installed the film patrol 
system this year. and advanced it a little, 
too. When the cameras were first put in. 
there were a few spots in which events 
didn’t show clearly, and the management 
kept moving the cameras around until 
the stewards were satisfied they could see 
what happened at every stage of a race. 
particularly on the turns. where visibility 
ordinarily decreases. Also, the run through 
the stretch is photographed both from 
the side and from in front. The latter pic- 
ture shows whether a horse keeps a 
straight course, the former shows how 
much room he has if he changes it. 

Delaware Park has a slight improve- 
ment in this—the pictures are both made 
and shown simultaneously. The frames of 
the pictures are synchronized. so there is 
no debate regarding which part of the 
picture from the side is the exact co-ordin- 
ate of the one from in front. But Arling- 
ton’s method seems to work very well, and 
the track is hauling in every jockey who 
does something. showing him the picture. 
and instructing him not to do it any more. 

Arlington is also quite proud of its 
new jockey room. a playpen built deep 
under the stands, and consequently cool. 
It’s no more than a recreation and lounge 
reom, with a pool and a ping pong table. 
and comfortable chairs. but it’s big and 
commodious. and the riders were quite 
pleased with it. Also it had a shelf full of 
books. I went over and looked. being curi- 
ous to see what the riders were reading. 
There were a few whodunits, some collec- 


tions of sports stories, and a few miscel- 
laneous items. not heavily thumb-marked. 
It reminded someone of a custodian of 
some books in a jockey room elsewhere, 
who was asked how his business was 
going. He said the books had moved pretty 
well at first. but that there was not much 
demand for them after the jockeys had got 
the blank pages at the front and_ back 
full of gin rummy scores. 


SURVIVAL. Some New Yorkers insist 
that the West begins on the left bank of 
the Hudson River, but the opinion here 
is that it starts in the hazily defined area 
in which people still use $2 bills. This 
tourist. having made a_ slight purchase 
at Arlington Park. found a $2 bill in the 
change. It was taken at once to a local 
resident. 

“What kind of people do you have in 
Chicago?” was the inquiry. “Here’s a $2 
bill that has obviously been handled quite 
a bit. and none of the corners has been 
torn off. Are all the people out here 
atheists?” 

“No.” said. the local resident uneasily, 
being plainly familiar with the fact that 
a corner has to be torn off a $2 bill to 
avoid bad luck, “we’re just not super- 
slitious, that’s all.” 

“Do you throw hats on the bed?” he 
was asked. 

“Of course not.” he said. evidently feel- 
ing that a reflection had been cast on his 
city. “That’s different.” 

The original purpose of the $2 bill is 
being defeated in Chicago, however. They 
were issued by the government in the hope 
that, since each holder tore off a small 
bit at one corner, the bills would ultimately 
be tern completely to bits, and would not 
have to be redeemed by the treasury. Still, 
I suppose Chicagoans comply with the 
spirit of the thing. They buy pari-mutuel 
tickets with the $2 bills, and then tear up 
the tickets. 


HBPA MEETING

It was generally expected that the 23rd running 
of the Arlington Handicap would be a contest be- 
Blue Man, the leading winner for 
the year, and Spartan Valor, the top handicap horse 
of the season: but both were scratched the day of 
the race because of injuries. Blue Man, a supple- 
mentary entry at a cost of $7,500, was withdrawn 
because of a swollen tendon. Spartan Valor had 
been kicked on the left hind leg by his lead pony 
while on the track for a final workout the day 
of the race. The slow track created by early morn- 
ing rains was given as the reason for the scratching 
of three other horses.

Never letting the pacemakers. Royal Mustang 
and Pet Bully, get too far in front during the early 
part of the Arlington Handicap, To Market moved 
into contention on the backstretch. The son of 
Market Wise had no trouble taking the lead from 
the outside on the last turn, and a furlong from 
the wire, he was eight lengths in front of Oil 
Capitol, which had moved into second place. Oil 
Capitol was 10 lengths behind the winner at the 
finish, and was five lengths in front of his own 
running mate. Ruhe, which had made a late drive 
to take third money. Left the topweight in the 
field in the absence of Spartan Valor, To Market 
was giving five pounds to Oil Capitol and_ six 
pounds to Ruhe. 

Arlington Park is the scene of one of To Market's 
big victories as a 2-year-old of 1950. That year he 
won the Arlington Futurity and the Washington 
Park Futurity. 

To Market was purchased by the King Ranch 
from his breeder, Sam A. Mason II, shortly after 
he set a new track record of 2:01%5 in the 1%4- 
mile Massachusetts Handicap at Suffolk Downs 
this spring. Earlier in the year he had won the 
San Carlos Handicap. From three starts under the 
King Ranch’s Running W prior to the Arlington 
Handicap, To Market has been second to Out 
Pont in the Edgemere Handicap, and has taken 
th'rds in the Carter and the Brooklyn Handicaps. 

For his new owners, To Market has earned 
$119,650. and he has $186,475 for the year. The 
$107,150 first money in the Arlington Handicap 
raised his lifetime total to $313,605, putting him 
39th on the list of leading money winners.

Bred and owned by Miss Mary V. Fisher, daugh- 
ter of Dixiana’s owner, Fulvous made her first 
start on May 5 at Churchill Downs and went un- 
placed. She did not start again until July 7 at 
Arlington Park, when she won by four lengths. 
That was her last start prior to the Arlington 
Lassie. 

Breaking on top from an outside gate position, 
Fulvous was allowed to settle into stride as Hula 
raced to the front at the start of the Arlington 
Lassie.

In Great Circle’s first victory since he won 
the Santa Anita Maturity of 1951, the son of 
*Beau Pere accounted for the Sunset Handicap 
on the closing day program at Hollywood Park. 


The $31,700 first money raised his earnings for 
four seasons of racing to $285,870. and put him 
in 50th place on the list of leading money winners, 
but one week later he dropped from that position 
when To Market won the Arlington Handicap and 
moved onto the list. 

The top-weighted Admiral Drake, coupled with 
Moonrush in the favored entry, broke on top in 
the Sunset Handicap, and throughout the early 
running was followed closely by Great Circle, which 
was at the longest odds on the board. Faltering 
at the head of the stretch as he was put to a drive, 
Admiral Drake dropped back and Great Circle 
took over the lead. Great Circle outfinished Stormy 
Cloud by a neck. Stormy Cloud and Wistful, which 
finished third, both closed fast after moving up 
from trailing positions. 

Foaled April 23, 1947, on Louis B. Mayer’s farm 
near Perris, Calif., Great Circle was sold for 
$16,500 as a 2-year-old in the fourth Mayer dis- 
persal sale, in January, 1949. His purchaser and 
present owner is Mr. and Mrs. John de Blois Wack’s 
Yolo Stable. He won his first start on June 8, 1949, 
and won two other races during that season; in one 
he set a track record of 1:04 for 5% furlongs at 
Del Mar. He placed second in the Starlet Stakes, 
and earned $12,650 for the season. 


From 17 starts as a 3-year-old of 1950, Great 
Cirele won three races—the Del Mar Derby, and 
the Oakland and the Cinema Handicaps. He was 
second in the Golden Gate Derby, and the San 
Felipe and the Westerner Stakes. In the Santa 
Anita Derby, the Sequoia Stakes, and the Berkeley 
and the Sunset Handicaps, he took third money, 
and his lifetime earnings at the end of the season 
totaled slightly less than $100,000. That year he 
set another track record at Del Mar, going 1% 
miles in 1:48%5 under 123 pounds. 

At four, his only victory was in the Santa Anita 
Maturity, which paid him $144,325. His other 
stakes placing of 195] was a third in the Excelsior 
Handicap. Great Circle ran third in his first start 
of 1952 and then went unplaced in eight starts 
prior to the Sunset Handicap. 

Great Circle is from the next-to-last crop of 
*Beau Pere, which died at Leslie Combs II’s Spend- 
thrift Farm, Lexington, in 1947, shortly after being 
moved there from California. Hemisphere, Great 
Circle’s dam, was purchased from Mr. Mayer by 
Mrs. Connie Ring in 1948 and died in August, 1949.

The Leading Sires of Last Year 


On Average-per-Runner Basis 


At the end of 1939, as nearly as I could 
count without too much eyestrain. there 
were 17 sires whose offspring had won as 
much as a million dollars in North Amer- 
ica. Fair Play stood at the top of the 
list with a total of $2.780.820, and his son 
Man o° War, which soon went past him, 
was second with $2,674,713. Others above 
the two-million mark were *Wrack. Broom- 
stick, Sweep, *Sun Briar, Pennant, and 
*Star Shoot. Winnings of at least a million 
had been credited to High Time, *Sir 
Gallahad II. The Porter, *Chicle. John P. 
Grier. Stimulus, Pompey. *St. Germans, 
and *Sickle. (A few others may have 
qualified, *Light Brigade, for instance.) 

At the time I was attempting a rough 
appraisal of the lifetime records of sires 
based on the average earnings per foal, in 
terms of dollars. But within a few years 
the dollar slipped out from under me and 
became worthless as a basis for measuring 
comparative earning power from one dec- 
ade to another. 

Today the sire with a million dollars 
credited to his get is commonplace—and 
in many cases accepted as a failure. Three 
times within the last five years the progeny 
of one sire have earned more than a million 
in one season of racing. Bull Lea’s get 
have accounted for a total of $6.599,515, 
not including 1952. *Bull Dog. at the end 


of 1951. was just under five million, with 
$4.998.045. *Blenheim II had $4.820.986; 
*Sir Gallahad III. $4.519.264; *Mahmoud. 
$4.409.419; *Challenger Il. $4.350.304. 
The sire with a total of ten million dollars 
is only a few years ahead. 

Under these circumstances a new method 
of scoring had to be devised if we were 
ever to create the tools for an adequate 
comparison of one generation with another, 
the figures necessary for an investigation of 
the probabilities involved in Thoroughbred 
breeding. or even for the appraisal of 
current results. 


The average-earnings index is an_at- 
tempt to provide a more intelligible meas- 
urement for the performance of race horses 
and of groups of race horses, groups, for 
instance, such as the offspring of sires. It 
is designed to permit the accumulation of 
lifetime records with a minimum of distor- 
tion resulting from differences in oppor- 
tunity for earnings. Like any other index, 
it fails to account for all the variables in- 
volved. but it does go a considerable dis- 
tance toward smoothing out the two vari- 
ables which produce the greatest distor- 
tion. These are differences in number (of 
horses in a group) and differences in 
money available from year to year. 

The list of 20 leading sires in 1951, as 
given in the American Racing Manual, 
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begins with Count Fleet ($].160,847) and 
ends with Bimelech ($320,397). But no 
sire among the top 20 was represented by 
fewer than 48 runners during the year, 
and most of them had 60 starters or more. 
How shall we compare the records of these 
leaders with those of younger sires with 
much smaller representation? Obviously 
by taking into account the number of run- 
ners. 


And how account for the fact that the 
money available is different from that of 
other years? The answer to this one is not 
so obvious. but it has been provided at 
least in such a way as to yield fairly 
constant statistical results. 


In 1951. accepting the totals given in 
the American Racing Manual, the mone- 
tary distribution in stakes and purses at 
North American race tracks in 195] was 
$55.551.124. The total number of horses 
which made at least one start was 22,819. 
This is an average of $2,434 per runner. 
(In 1933 the average was $928; in 1940, 
$1,200: in 1947, $2.829. The decline from 
the 1947 peak is not due to reduction in 
the total distribution but to the increase 
in the number of horses racing.) 


Now take the case of last year’s leading 
sire. He had a total of 75 starters during 
the year. If they had won money at the 
same rate as the North American average 
for the year, they would have earned 75 
times $2.434, or $182,550. Actually they 
earned $1.160.847, which is 6.36 times what 
we may call their average expectancy. 
This 6.36 is the average-earnings index: 
it reports the proportion between actual 
and “expected” earnings. (Do not look 
for Count Fleet. Bull Lea. or any other 
top sire with a large number of runners 
to reach such a high index often; Count

In order to make the figures cumulative 
from year to year and permit the estimate 
of a lifetime “batting average.” the average 
distribution per horse in each year is re- 
stated as one (1.00). If a group of 10 
horses earned $24,340 in 1951, they earned 
exactly according to average expectation, 
and the index for the group is 1.00. But 
if 20 horses earned $24,340, they got only 
half the average expectation, and their 
index is .50. If it took only five horses to 
win that amount, they have earned at twice 
the expected rate, and the index is 2.00. 

The accumulation of the lifetime index 
may be illustrated with the remarkable 
record of Bull Lea, as shown in the accom- 
panying tabulation. In each year the actual 
earnings are first divided by the expected 
(average) earnings for that year to obtain 
what is called the adjustment, which thus 
shows how many times the expected earn- 
ings the actual earnings were. The 12 
runners of 1943, for instance, earned as 
much as would have been expected of 
52.877 horses. The adjustment is then 
divided by the number of runners, which 
shows that the 12 starters from Bull Lea’s 
first crop earned 4.41 times the average. 
By summing the adjustment and dividing 
the total by the accumulated number of 
year-starters, a lifetime index of 4.76 is 
obtained, showing that Bull Lea’s progeny 
have earned 4.76 times the normal expecta- 
tion for the years in which they raced. 

It is important. in studying the list of 
sires prominent in any one year, to check 
the annual record of each against the 
lifetime index. Occasionally a horse whose 
total record is moderate will rise briefly 
to a position of prominence, and cor- 
respondingly there may be an occasional 
poor year for a sire whose over-all record 


is very good. Ordinarily, however, the rec- 
ord of the past tends to predict fairly 
accurately the immediate future for a sire 
with a considerable number of runners in 
action. There is, of course, a tendency for 
the index to decline in the later years of 
a stallion, »ot so much because of the stal- 
lion’s age, but because his less capable 
offspring tend to remain on the tracks too 
long, while the better ones leave the tracks 
for the studs. 


The highest full lifetime sire index I 
have found is that of the great St. Simon, 
whose progeny raced in England from 1889 
through 1912 with an index of 4.75 for a 
total of 733 year-starters. This is almost 
exactly the index that Bull Lead had at 
the end of 1951. Certainly Bull Lea is 
among the most successful sires since St. 
Simon, but there is no high probability 
that when his last runner has left the race 
course his lifetime index will be quite as 
high as it is now. 

The comparison with St. Simon is in- 
troduced partly to illustrate the fact that 
the earnings index provides a means for 
comparing sires (and other groupings) not 
only from one generation to another but 
from one country to another. Since it 
measures the proportion between achieve- 
ment and opportunity, it offers a chance 
for a universal statistical language, immune 
to the distortions of different monetary 
units, each shifting in value from time to 
time. 


LEADERS IN 1951. The traditional 
method of indicating the leading sires in 
any country is to give the list of 20 whose 
progeny have the largest gross earnings. 
In the modern world this procedure is an- 
tiquated, misleading. inadequate, inconse- 
quential. It is comparable to what base- 
ball statistics would be if the number 


of hits were scored without recording 
the number of times at bat. 

In actual practice the official and semi- 
official racing statistics fail to account 
for the number of runners representing a 
sire; this is precisely the same as omitting 
the number of times at bat for a base- 
ball player. Thanks to the annual series 
Thoroughbred Sires and Dams, published 
by THe Broop-Horst, we do have, for 
North America, the number of runners 
representing each sire in each of the last 
dozen years, beginning with 1940. Thus 
cumulative indexes may be compiled for 
these years, and in the case of most of 
the sires whose progeny are now running, 
these indexes cover the lifetime records. 

In the accompanying tabulation the 
leading sires of 1951 appear in an order 
very different from that based on gross 
earnings. They are arranged in the order 
of earnings per starter. The index indicates 
for each the proportion by which actual 
earnings exceeded the North American 
average per runner. Instead of including 
the top 20, the list includes the top 5 per 
cent. In 1951 there were 639 sires repre- 
sented by at least 10 runners. each. Of 
these, 35.1 per cent had indexes of 1.00 
or better; 16.9 per cent were at 1.40 or 
higher; 3 per cent at 2.40 or higher. The 
top 5 per cent includes indexes down to 
2.21. The distribution at the various levels 
tends to remain relatively constant from 
year to year, with only minor variations, 
thus providing a perspective which is other- 
wise impossible. 

The 32 horses listed as leaders are di- 
vided into percentiles. The top 1 per cent 
ends with Blue Larkspur, the top 2. per 
cent with Sun Again, ete. 

The tabulation shows. along with the 
annual record, the cumulative index, which

Mr. Ells- 
worth’s suggestion amounts to a syndica- 
tion by auction of the stallions Free Amer- 
ica. by *Blenheim I]—Columbiana, by 
Petee-Wrack; *Domingo, by Colombo— 
*Oronsay, by Sansovino; *Seven Seas, 
by Hyperion—Drift, by Swynford; and 
Dogpatch, by *Bull Dog—Rose Leaves, 
by Ballot. 


Thirty complete shares will be sold in 
Free America and *Domingo, with the 
highest bidder on the first share having 
the opportunity to purchase as many re- 
maining shares as he wishes at the same 
price.

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H. H. Aga Khan’s Sales Make History 


Twenty Yearlings From World Famous Studs Will Be Sold 
At Saratoga, August 13 


The twenty 1952 yearlings bred and raised at the noted 
Irish and French Nurseries of the Aga Khan constitute their 
first offerings in the United States. However in Europe this 
breeder has been a big seller (and a buyer) since 1925. The 
records prove that part of the modus operandi of the Aga 
Khan's breeding plans, calls for a constant flow of new blood 
into his studs. and a dispersion of the old, to keep the oper- 
ation from becoming unwieldy in size. 

From the first draft of yearlings in 1925 came Fairy 
Legend, winner of the French Oaks and dam of Feerie, win- 


ner of the French Oaks. The 3rd draft of yearlings sold con- 
tained Ukrania which won the French Oaks, and Taj Mah 
which won the 1,000 Guineas. *Alibhai sold as a yearling by 
the Aga Khan, was syndicated as a stallion for $500,000. 
*Mahmoud, foaled in France, was offered at the Deauville 
yearling sales but failed to make his reserve, presumably on 
account of his small size. Later he won the Epsom Derby in 
record time, which still stands. Yearlings bred by the Aga 
Khan have proven their value on the turf or in the stud, or 
both, over a period of 25 years. 


The Aga Khan’s Record As a Breeder and Owner Proves 
Merits of His Theories 


The present Aga Khan is the third of his line to gain dis- 
tinction on the Turf. His grandfather won the Sassoon Cup 
in India in 1871, his father won the Burdwan Cup, and the 
present Aga Khan won the Burdwan Cup in 1903 and later the 
Viceroy’s Cup. The latter is the top prize in Indian racing. 
Before entering racing in Europe a pretentious stud of thor- 
oughbreds and Arabs was maintained in India. Knowledge 
and love of horses backed this enterprise from the beginning. 

The foundation stock for the European breeding oper- 
ation was purchased at the English and French yearling sales, 
starting in 1921. How well the selections were made can be 
judged by the fact that the Aga Khan was leading owner in 
1924, 1929, 1930, 1932, 1934, 1935, 1937, 1944, 1946, 1947, 1948, 


1949. He also led the Irish list in 1925, 1932, 1948, and 1949. 
He led the French list in 1924. 


As a breeder the Aga Khan has been the leader in Eng- 
land nine times; in 1932, 1934, 1935, 1937, 1940, 1941, 1947. 1948, 
1949 and currently leading breeder in 1952. 


The Aga Khan’s record in the English Classics, both as an 
owner and a breeder exceeds that of any living man. His 
horses won 5 Derbies, 5 St. Legers, 3 Two Thousand Guineas, 
and 2 Oaks. Tulyar, winner of the 1952 Derby and England’s 
unbeaten 3-year-old champion of the year, was bred by 
the Aga Khan, as were his sire and dam. 


Aga Khan’s Success Due to Superior Men, Horses, 


Land and Methods 


When the Aga Khan decided to enter the European field 
of racing and breeding he chose the Honorable George Lamb- 
ton to select his first yearlings from the sales. Lambton 
picked 9 that cost $142,600. The next year they won 13 races 
and $126,115. Through 1934 the Aga Khan bought 114 year- 
lings at public auction, which cost $1,579,100 and won $924,305. 
This might seem to have been a loss, but involved fillies like 
Friar’s Daughter which only won $860 but bred *Bahram and 
the winners of close to $300,000. 

In founding his breeding stock price was not a factor. 
Bloodlines and qualities approved by his advisors were the 
determiners. At times his choices were the consensus of 
opinion, as in the cases of Teresina, Mumtaz Mahal, and 
Quarrat-al-Ain. All topped the yearling prices of their vear. 
Teresina cost $38,500, won $54,720: Mumtaz Mahal cost $45 500 
and won over $60,000; Quarrat-al-Ain cost $62,500, won $55,460 
in first monies. All became foundation mares whose descend- 
ants have won or produced the winners of millions. This 
breeding project was founded on the cream of the thorough- 
bred world 30 years ago, and the records bespeak its progress. 

In addition to the successful bloodlines, choice individuals, 
original breeding principles, and unique system of constantly 
buying and selling, the Aga Khan maintains 4 studs in Ireland 


and 3 in France. The Irish stud farms are under the direc- 
tion of Mr. N. W. Waddington, and the French that of Madame 
Vuillier, widow of Lt. Colonel Vuillier, inventor of the Dosage 
System, and great authority on breeding. The many Amer- 
icans who visit these farms are unanimous in their praise of 
the superlative grass, and the superb condition of the stock. 
The mineral content of the land, and the water, in both sec- 
tions of the countries where these studs are located, has been 
prized for years by Thoroughbred breeders. 


The Ballymanny Stud in Ireland was formerly owned by 
the late Duke of Westminster, who won 4 Derbies, 3 Two 
Thousands, 2 St. Legers, and 1 One Thousand. The other 
studs Sheshoon, Gilltown, and Ongar, are in the immediate 
vicinity. : 

The French studs have an equally famous heritage. La 
Coquenne Stud was formerly owned by the Marquis de 
Ganay, president of what corresponds to the French Jockey 
Club. Marley-la-Ville was owned by Vicomte d’Harcourt, and 
the Saint-Crespin Stud was owned by the late M. Edouard 
Kann, all distinguished breeders. All these stud farms are 
models for the world in equipment, natural resources, per- 
sonnel, and management.

is the full lifetime record except in the 
cases of the sires marked with a dagger 
(+) to indicate that they had progeny 
racing in North America before 1940. 

As in any other index of the sort, the 
dependability of the measure tends to in- 
crease as the numbers increase. There are, 
for instance, four sires included whose first 
crop of 2-year-olds raced in 1951. Neces- 
sarily they were represented by smaller 
numbers of runners than most of the others. 
Their record for 1951 is excellent, but rep- 
resents only a first tentative appraisal, not 
comparable in dependability with that of 
sires with longer records. This early ap- 
praisal is nevertheless highly important, 
since in many cases it points out the leaders 
of tomorrow. While horses such as Equi- 
poise and Eight Thirty, for instance, were 
still being looked upon as failures (because 
they had not yet shown up with a cham- 
pion), the average earnings of their racing 
offspring showed clearly that actually they 
ranked with the best in the country. 

A ranking of the sort given here will 
tend to vary more than a list of leaders 
based on gross earnings, since the odds 
in favor of the latter are heavily weighted 
by large numbers of offspring racing. But 
the cumulative index, measuring the life- 
time record, is the most dependable meas- 
ure of merit available. 

There are, of course, many other very 


good sires besides those given here. It is 
impossible to give the full list here, but 
the annual and cumulative records of all 
sires represented by offspring racing in 
1951 are included in a booklet (Average- 
Earnings Index, Sires of 1951, price $1) to 
be published as soon as the printers have 
finished the typesetting. 


THE ORIGINS. If one examines any list 
of leading sires, even one fashioned upon 
the crude basis of gross earnings, he will 
find that they differ radically, and to a 
large extent predictably, from the average 
horse which goes to the stud. They are 
primarily horses which showed high class 
as racers. Of the 32 listed here, 20 won 
at least 20 times the expectancy of the 
years in which they raced, and only five 
failed to win at least 10 times the average. 
One of these five is *Alibhai, which failed 
to race at all, but showed extreme speed 
in trials and is by a great sire (Hyperion) 
out of Teresina. a mare which was a top- 
class stakes winner and the dam of six 
good stakes winners. Another is Pilate, 
which ran well but was prevented by an 
injury after attaining actual eminence as 
a racer. Still another is Brazado, which 
ran only five times, winning four of his 
races, 

Twelve of the 32 sires are out of mares 
which were themselves stakes winners, and 
about half of the others are from dams 
which, without actually winning stakes. 
gave evidence of good racing class (Count 
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Fleet, Devil Diver, Eight Thirty, Jean Val- 
jean, for instance). Nineteen are out of 
mares which produced other stakes win- 
ners. The dams of 24 either won stakes or 
produced other stakes winners, and the 
dams of nine did both. 

The sires of the 32 sires listed as the top 
5 per cent of 1951 were all high-class race 
horses and, with negligible exception, quite 
successful in the stud. 

In racing very few of the silk purses are 
manufactured from sow’s ears.

SELLING 
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$2 AT WORK 


Have you ever wondered what happened 


to the $2 you lost on a horse last winter 
at Hialeah Park? 


Well, most of it—$1.6812—was paid 
to somebody who held a ticket on the 
horse that did win. The track kept 14 
cents to help pay the operating expenses. 
But you will be interested most in what 
the State of Florida did with the 1714 
cents it received in taxes from your $2 bet. 
The many and fascinating uses of Florida 
racing revenue came to light in a recent 
survey made by the Hialeah track. 


Eleven and one-half cents of what you 
lost on that horse has been or is being 
used to help the old folks of Florida: 
for housing, food, and other necessities of 
life for residents over 65 years. And your 
other seven cents, divided equally among 
the counties of Florida, with 9/10 of a 
cent to each, is paying for everything 
from a tuba to a veterinarian. 

Of the 67 counties, 61 used all or part 
of your money for schools. In five it all 
went to the public education system. In 
a sixth, the entire amount was given to 
the teachers as a bonus. In six other local 
units. all of your racing tax was spent for 
highways and bridges. Fifty-five other 
Florida counties used a portion for the 
same purpose. 

It probably never crossed your mind, 
as you watched that race at Hialeah, that 


you were helping pay for public health 
and hospitals all over Florida. Twenty- 
one counties appropriate part of their 
pari-mutuel money for county health units. 
Five counties already have built hospitals, 
with the assistance of racing funds. A 
sixth is in the process of constructing a 
county hospital, and still two more are 
putting aside a share of their returns from 
Hialeah every year into a building fund. 
The tuba and the veterinarian? Oh, 
yes! Two Florida counties spend part of 
their racing funds—your contribution in- 
cluded—for high school band instruments 
and uniforms. Another appropriates money 
from the same source to pay the salary 
of a county veterinarian. There are many 
other special uses, including payment for 
4-H Club and home demonstration work, 
operation of a marine laboratory, forest fire 
control, the maintenance of a county li- 
brary and farmers’ curb market, purchase 
of an airplane hangar, pest control, canals 
and drainage, and a veterans’ service fund. 
Your share, it happens, was only 1714 
cents (or was it?). Multiplied by the 
millions who attend Florida racing every 
winter, however, you can see that pari- 
mutuels are an important source of tax 
revenue. In fact. only gasoline, beverages, 
the sales tax. and the sale of auto tags 
produce more money for the State. Last 
season, Florida received almost $18 mil- 
lion from pari-mutuels. and each county’s 
share amounted to $112,000.—HIALEAH 


PLANS AT LAUREL PARK 


Plans for the expenditure of $3 million 
for improvements at Laurel Park during 
the next four years have been announced 
by John D. Schapiro, the track president, 
according to the Maryland Horse. The 
construction will include a new club house 
and Turf club. Five barns on the club 
house turn will be razed and will be re- 
built in another area. This will provide 
parking room for 1,500 automobiles. 
Ramps will replace some of the grandstand 
stairways, betting facilities will be in- 
creased, and the Telautograph system will 
be installed in the mutuel department. 


KEENELAND FALL STAKES 


Entries for the new fall feature at 
Keeneland. the Alcibiades Stakes, have 
closed with 129 nominations, the track has 
announced. This is considered an excellent 
response to a new race. The Alcibiades, 
for 2-year-old fillies, seven furlongs, $15.- 
000 added, will be raced on October 18. 
Belle Rebelle. Is Proud, Bubbley, Blue 
Jeans. Judy Dunstan, Revolve, Cajole, 
Eddie Sue, Home-Made, and Hula are 
among the nominees.

For the second consecutive year, Shadows Start 
accounted for the winner’s share of the money 
from the Governor’s Handicap at Narragansett Park.

The directors of the National Associa- 
tion of Thoroughbred Breeders, meeting 
in Lexington on July 26, voted unanimous- 
ly to revise the constitution and bylaws to 
provide for two classes of individual breed- 
er membership—sustaining and active— 
and also to permit organizations interested 
in promoting the interests of the industry 
to join as associate members. 

NATB sas organized is a 
grouping of 13 state and regional associa- 
tions. The income from these 13: member- 
ships has not been sufficient to finance 
desirable programs and activities or main- 
tain an adequate central office. Deficits 
have been made up by annual contribu- 
tions from nearly 100 individual breeders.

A campaign to sustantial 
number of sustaining. active, and associate 
members will be undertaken by the state 


and regional associations to support the

programs and activities planned for the 
coming vear. 

Some time ago. proposals were present- 
ed for an afhliation of the two existing 
breeders associations. The NATB voted 


its approval at its annual meeting at 
Miami last February. The American 


Thoroughbred Breeders Association has 
teken no final action on the suggested 
affiliation. 


If the proposais jor a joint committee 
and a joint central office with a full time 
executive director are approved by the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion at its Saratoga meeting in August. 
the NATB will continue as a group of 
state and regional associations. If the two 
associations do not agree to combine their 
efforts, the NATB committee has been in- 
structed by the directors to proceed with 
the plans and program as adopted at the 
Lexington meeting. 


The following state and regional asso- 
ciations were represented at the meeting: 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation, Florida Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, Illinois Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association, Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, Michigan Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, Ohio Valley 
Thoroughbred Club, Thoroughbred Club of 
America, and the Virginia Horsemen’s As- 
sociation. 


A meeting of an association committee, 
composed of L. S. MacPhail. chairman. 
Dr. Eslie Asbury, Dr. C. E. Hagyard, 
H. C. Ramser, Carl G. Rose, and D. G. 
Van Clief has been called for August 12 
at Saratoga. 


Preliminary catalogues have been issued 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company for the an- 
nual sale of yearlings at Saratoga Springs. 
A total of 362 yearlings have been listed 
for the auctions beginning on August 12 
and continuing through August 20. A sale 
of race horses and other stock will be held 
on Saturday morning, August 16. 

A wide varicty of yearlings has been con- 
signed, including progeny of some of the 
leading stallions in this country. and some 
interesting consignments from abroad.

It is certain that most riders carry some 
such luck charm in their eternal wooing of 
Lady Luck, yet August (Sarge) Swenke., 
trainer of a large and successful stable at 
Monmouth Park, believes the most unusual 
of all jockeys’ “luck pieces” was the dis- 
reputable, kangaroo-leather saddle which 
was the riding gear of the late George 
Woolf. 

“For a boy who booted home the win- 
ners of nearly three million dollars you 
might have anticipated something better 
than this battle-worn seat,” Swenke com- 
mented recently at Monmouth. “Even Ben 
Jones. who trained the Calumet Farm’s 
Whirlaway. was amazed the first time he 
adjusted the relic to the back of that 
famous horse. He said to Woolf: ‘Can’t you 
afford a better saddle than this. George?’ 
Weolf replied: ‘I wouldn’t swap that sad- 
dle for your horse.” Jones reminded him 
that Whirlaway had won half a million 


dollars. ‘And.’ George answered, ‘that 
saddle has won more than a_ million 
dollars.’ ”

“George Woolf was an accomplished 
rider both in temperament and ability,” 
Sarge said. “He not only had the God-given 
gift of a perfect seat and pair of hands, but 
the trained mind to analyze his mounts. 
Illustrative of this rare insight, he stood 
alongside the rail at a Florida track several 
years ago as Alsab performed in his morn- 
ing trials. ‘I don’t want to ride that colt 
just yet,’ he said. ‘He’s not right—give him 
time to come around.’ 

“He continued to watch him as he was 
defeated in the Kentucky Derby. He saw 
him iron out the wrinkles and develop into 
a sturdy distance runner, the best 3-year- 
old of the year. Then he felt the time was 
right. and boosted into that old saddle of 
his. rode him to glory in the Lawrence 
Realization, the American Derby. and the 
Dick Welles Handicap. He never lost a 
race on the son of Good Goods.” 

Swenke’s greatest thrill with Alsab came 
the day of his famous match race against 
Whirlaway at Narragansett Park in the 
fall of 1942, a race to decide the national 
championship. Many fancied Whirlaway

had the race “in the bag. 

“Although George Woolf rode Whirla- 
way that day.” Swenke reminisced, “he 
was extremely dubious about the outcome. 
‘We're spotting a really good 3-year-old 
a chunk of weight.’ he said. ‘This is a 
tough ‘un.’ ” 

And “tough” it really was, Alsab out- 
gaming his old adversary in the last stride 
to win by a nose.—MoNnMoutH Park. 


MOLTER AT DEL MAR 


Trainer Bill Molter, who hes saddled 
more winners this year than any other 
Thoroughbred conditioner in the nation. 
will try to add to his lead at the 41-day 
race meeting at Del Mar. 

Molier. former national champion and 
four times Del Mar’s leading trainer, has 
shipped his entire public stable of 53 head 
to the seaside course for the coming cam- 
paign. 

Stars of his string are W. M. Peavey’s 
flashy sprinter Wisconsin Boy, and the 3- 
year-old Down De Lane. pace-setter in the 
Westerner at Hollywood Park: G. E. Kin- 
sey’s good 3-year-old Prudys Boy: Noble 
Enterprises’ improving Witch English. and 


Mr. and Mrs. T. E. Adams’ veteran speed- 
ster, Brave Fox. The last-named is co- 
holder of the Del Mar track record of 
1:0935 for six furlongs, which he set in 
1949. In edition, Molter is conditioning 
seven top-flight 2-year-clds for Louis B. 
Maver, chairman of the Del Mar Turf Club 
board of directors. 

Molter practically establish: da monopoly 
on Del Mar trainer honors from 1946 
through 1949, leading all conditioners here 
in those four consecutive seasons. His grip 
was broken by R. H. McDaniel on the 
latter’s way to the national championship 
in 1950, and again last year McDaniel 
topped the list with Molter second. 

Among Molter’s leading patrons of many 
years are W. G. Gilmore, San Francisco 
steel magnate, and E. O. Stice and Sons, 
of Eagle Rock.

Irish Lad, a Game Race Horse: 
A Brief Review of His Career 


No gamer horse ever lived than Irish 
Lad. foaled in 1900, by *Candlemas out 
of Arrowgrass. by Enquirer or Bramble. 

The late Harry McCarty contended that 
the horse was named for him, but be that 
it may, it was started out under the 
“cherry. white hoops on sleeves, and cap” 
of John E. Madden, at Morris Park on 
opening day, May 3, 1902, when he was 
unplaced in a maiden race. The canny Mr. 
Madden, however, always ambitious to sell 
his young horses, got Harry Payne Whit- 
ney and Herman B. Duryea, in the bar of 
the Morris Park club house, enthusiastic 
about going into the game as owners, and 
he suggested that he had a 2-year-old worth 
their while. 

Irish Lad was the horse he meant, and 
they shook hands on it, agreeing that if 
he showed up well in his next start, they 
would buy him. 


His next race was on May 6, and Irish 
Lad came home in front with Melbourne 
Thompson in the saddle. The partners 
thereupon adopted the name of Westbury 
Stable; their colors were green, white 
sleeves, green hoops on sleeves. 

On May 14, Irish Lad won his first 
outing in these new silks, Tommy Burns 
up, and then he was laid by for the 
Double Event at Sheepshead Bay. Mr. 
Madden still trained him. He ran fourth 
in the Double Event, but won two races, 
one on June 20, another June 23. 

Nash Turner was his rider then. He was 
the regular Whitney jockey. a cool, fin- 
ished horseman. George Odom says he 
was the best he ever saw. 

Well, next came the Great Trial, his 
most ambitious effort so far. and he beat 
a crack field, with the Belmont star, Miz- 
zen, second. The Saratoga Special next 
fell to him, and then he was readied for 
the Futurity at Sheepshead Bay. He car- 
ried 130 pounds and was favorite. but 
Drake’s Savable won this thrilling 1902 
event, and it was on this race that John W. 
Gates made a memorable killing. Irish 
Lad finished sixth. He won the Flatbush. 
however. and this ended his 2-year-old 
year. 

The great Brooklyn Handicap was al- 
ways the first big spring event in those 
days, and Irish Lad. 103 pounds. ridden 
by Frank O'Neill, then an unknown boy 
out of St. Louis, surprised the multitude 
and especially William C. Whitney by beat- 
ing the latter’s good mare, Gunfire, a neck.

The *Candlemas colt followed this up by 
winning the Broadway Stakes a week later. 
In the Advance and the Suburban Renewal 
he was second, but in the Champion, at 
Saratoga, he trimmed the great Hermis. 
The latter beat him next time out. 

The year 1904 saw Irish Lad win at 
the first crack the Metropolitan at Morris 
Park, on May 5. He was now one of that 
grand galaxy of handicap stars—Hermis, 
The Picket, Waterboy, McChesney, Afri- 
cander and Irish Lad. 

The Picket beat him in the Brooklyn, 
and Hermis did likewise in the Suburban, 
but the Westbury Stable colt won the 
Advance Stakes from Ort Wells. The latter 
beat him in the Commonwealth. and then 
came what may have been Irish Lad’s 


greatest race—although he was beaten— 
and almost his last. 


This was in the classic Brighton Handi- 
cap on July 9. 1904. It had poured the 
day before. but track superintendent Willie 
Clare had his men working all night, and 
the throng was amazed when the sun shone 
down on a lightning-fast track for the big 
race. The cream of the handicap crop 
filed to the post. headed by Waterboy. 


But from the break, it was Irish Lad and 
Broomstick head-and-head. Hildebrand was 
on Irish Lad, with 127 pounds. and Tommy 
Burns, “doing” 104, was on the S. S. Brown 
colt. They went at it hammer and tongs, 
with Irish Lad looking the victor at the 
eight-pole. But here he faltered—a front 
tendon had weakened, although he was 
fighting his damndest on the rail. Hilde- 
brand cracked him once and the game 
horse gave his best, but Broomstick would 
not be denied and won the verdict by a 
head, in the then new world’s record time 
of 2:0244 for the mile and a quarter. I was 
there, and saw Hildebrand jump off at 
the lower turn and lead the limping Irish 
Lad back to the stand. 

Irish Lad was turned out at Aiken all 
winter and they took him up again in the 
spring, but he started only once more, and 
with Lucien Lyne up (128 pounds) he 
finished ninth in a sprint race at Graves- 
end. Ironically enough, Broomstick, 122, 
J. Martin up, ran eighth. The winner was 
Shot Gun, 120, Odom up, Walter Jennings’ 
good sprinter. 

Irish Lad finally gravitated to the sole 
ownership of Herman B. Duryea and was 
a member of that gentleman’s haras in 
France to the end of his days. He never 
produced anything to compare with him- 
self, and in the dull days when racing was 
banished from New York, the only re- 
minder of him was a brother, called Hoff- 
man, campaigning around places like Nor- 


folk and Charleston.
